Am erican Fire Losses Eleven Times Greater T h an 


Those of Europe

On an average of once a minute, day and night during the 
entire year, the tire siren is heard in America us a p p a ra tu s rushes 
to a burn ing structure. Follow the engines to the column of smoke 
or flame and what is found? An a la rm in g n u m b e r ol times, liremcu 
a re a ttem ptin g to subdue a stub bo rn fire that has already spread 
considerably and damaged m uch property. 
It is interesting to c o m p a re this condition with that lotind in 
Europe. Figures giving the n u m b er of fires there are not available, 
as statistics are not as completely prepared as in America, but if 
the total annu al fire loss of all European coun tries is compared 
with the American total, xvhich reaches almost a half billion del 
lars, it will be found that our losses a re eleven times g re ate r than 
Hi esc of Europe! 
Why is this the case? 
The an sw er will be found 
in this: 
the majority of fires in E u r ­ 
ope do not spread so rapidly. Their buildings arc so constructed 
that as a rule flames cannot spread far from the place in which 
th«y st arted beton* the fire a p p a ra tu s arrives. 
How is this possible? 
The first step must of necessity lie taken by the architect when 
lie is draw in g up plans for the contemplated 
tru< tu n , for building- 
must be erected in acc ordan ce with the plans. Then, too, Europe 
li a s more incombustible m ateri als and it is suggested that Ameri­ 
can builders should make g re a t e r u se of fire resistive m ite ).a ls. 
As an aid lo confining fire n e a r the place of origin, each floor can 
he cut off from that directly above and below by the means ot fit 
stops in the walls and by the us** of metal lath; this also applies 
U> 
the various sections of a structure. 
Th* n the flames can no t 
easily be communicated through walls or partitions. 
A large percentage of the fires in America originate from i m ­ 
prope rly constructed chim neys; they should be built so they will 
not crack, and lined with fire-clay. Great dam age is a!uo caused 
when the wind carr ie s flaming bran ds to wooden shingle roofs. 
Incom bustible roofing material will prevent such fires 
Specifications for approved types of building construction a r - 
to be found in the Recommen de d Code of the .National Board of 
Fire Und erwriters, hut the burden of building to prevent tile spread 
of fire rests on architects, co n tr acto rs and owners. When America 
learns to build as Europe does, firemen responding to an alarm will 
more often find the flames confined to one room, or possibly one 
section, cf a structure. The occupan ts of oth er sections will then 
I ave increased opp ortunity to escape uninjured and the resulting 
prope rty dam age will be greatly curtailed.
